act of Congress of February 8th, 1815,* are approved, 

and will be published for the government of all concerned.

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Section I. ORDNANCE DEPARTMENT IN GENERAL. 

Article L.The senior officer of the Ordnance Department is, 
under the direction of the Secretary of War, charged with its super- 
intendence and administration. He shall be stationed at the seat of 
Government, and may select an officer of the Ordnance Department 
as an assistant in his bureau. 

2. . . .The officers of the Ordnance Department shall, under tlie 
direction of the senior officer, have charge of all armories, arsenals, 
ordnance depots, and magazines, and all property belonging to the 
Ordnance Department, not issued to the troops ; for the safe-keeping 
and preservation of which they shall be held strictly responsible. 
They shall furnish all arms, ordnance, and ordnance stores required 
for the military service, on proper requisitions, and in conformity 
with the regulations of the department. Arsenals being under the 
control of the Ordnance Department, will not be interfered with by 
any other branch of the service. 

3.. ..No right of choice shall exist in the command of Ordnance 
stations. Officers will be assigned to such commands, at the discre- 
tion of the chief of the Ordnance Department, in such manner as the 
public interest may require. 
1 
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United States, without first being submitted to the Ordnance Board for 
examination and approval, nor without the approbation of the Secre- 
tary of War. 

10. • . .There shall be established, under the direction of the Secre- 
tary of War, as many arsenals of construction as the public service 
may require ; at which all artillery carriages required for the public 
service, and such other articles of Ordnance stores as the Colonel of 
Ordnance may direct, shall be fabricated. 

11 . • . .There shall be established at the arsenal at the city of Wash- 
ington a Model Office, in which shall be deposited models or patterns 
of all Ordnance and Ordnance stores, and of all articles of supplies to 
be furnished by the Ordnance Department, as well as standard gauges, 
weights, and measures. The models or patterns before being depo- 
sited in the model office, shall be submitted for inspection to the 
Board of Ordnance^ and if approved by the board and adopted by the 
Secretary of War, shall be permanently marked with an appropriate 
stanip or seal. All Ordnance and Ordnance stores, including gauges, 
weights, and measures, shall be made conformably to said approved 
models or patterns, and before they are received into the public ser- 
vice, shall be inspected, by one or more officers specially appointed 
for that purpose ; who, after inspecting the same, if it be found that 
they correspond, in all respects, with the models or patterns approved 
by the Board of Ordnance and adopted by the Secretary of War, 
shall put an appropriate mark on them, which mark shall be previ- 
ously determined by the chief of the Ordnance Department. All 
articles which are rejected on inspection, shall, in like manner, receive 
an indelible stamp of condemnation, in presence of the inspecting 
officer, which stamp shall be determined by the chief of the Ordnance 
Department. 

12. . . .On the adoption of the several models or patterns of small 
arms and accoutrements, complete sets of gauges for all the parts of 
each pattern for small arms, and complete sets of each pattern for the 
several accoutrements (stamped or sealed) shall be made. One of 
each shall be deposited in the Model Office, one at each of the National 
Armories, and one with the inspecting officer of contract arms and 
accoutrements. 

13. . . .A bpok shall be kept in the Model Office, in which shall be 
recorded a f^U description of each model and pattern, and the date of 
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ita reception, with the names of the officers constituting the ordnance 
board who approved the same* 

Section II. INSPECTION OF NATIONAL ARMORIES, 
ARSENALS, AND ORDNANCE DEPOTS. 

Article 14. .Inspections of national armories, of arsenals, and 
ordnance depots, shall be made under the direction of the Colonel of 
Ordnance, by such officers of that department as the Secretary of 
War may, from time to time, designate for that purpose. 

15. . . .A thorough and complete inspection of the national armories 
and arsenals of construction, shall be made annually ; and of all other 
ordnance stations, at \eaai once every two years. At these inspections 
it shall be the special duty of the inspecting officer to see that the 
laws, regulations, and orders of the department are faithfully ex- 
ecuted, and to give the necessary orders and instructions in lorUingf 
at the time of inspection, in correction of any neglect or departure 
therefrom. He will ascertain whether the persons employed at the 
national armories and arsenals are efficient in the performance of their 
duties ; whether the number exceeds that required to execute, by 
constant employment, the business of the establishment; and in case 
of any excess beyond what may be necessary, he will report the 
number to the commanding officer for discharge, and immediately afler 
report the same ^nd the circumstances, with copies of all orders and 
instructions which JfiB may have given during his inspection, to the 
colonel of the Ordnance Department. It shall also be his duty spe- 
cially to examine the annual reports, and to give such orders as, in 
his judgment, may tend to produce as much uniformity in the mode 
and amount of valuation of property as the circumstances at each 
place will admit. 

16. . • . At the conclusion of eaoh inspection of a national armory, 
arsenal of construction, or ordnance depot, the inspecting officer will 
report to the chief of the Ordnance Department the general and par- 
ticular condition of each ; and especially each and every departure 
from the established models and patterns in all articles fabricated ; and 
also how far the laws, regulations, and orders may have been violated, 
and in what respects they have not been carried into full operation. 
He shall keep books, in which shall be recorded all reports which he 
is required to m^e, and all correspondence relating to his inspections. 
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Section III. SERVICE AT ARMORIES, ARSENALS, AND 

ORDNANCE DEPOTS. 

Article 17. .The commanding of&cer of an armory shall have the 
management and direction of the business, and shall conduct the cor- 
respondence of the armory. He shall draw up and publish, under 
the direction of the chief of the Ordnance Department, all necessary 
regulations for its internal government; he shall provide the necessary 
materials, tools, and stores. He shall give directions to the store- 
keeper, acting as paymaster, in the disbursement of the public funds. 
He shall have at all times free access to the books of the storekeeper, 
and may require of him any information relative to the financial con- 
cerns of the establishment; he shall engage all workmen, determine 
their grades, appoint such number of foremen in each branch of the 
manufacture as he shall consider necessary ; and he may displace or 
dismiss said workmen or foremen when he shall deem it expedient ; 
he will be held responsible that the number of hired men employed at 
the armory, under his superintendence, shall not exceed the number 
necessary to execute, by constant employment, all the business of the 
the armory. In the absence of the commanding officer, the charge 
of an armory shall devolve on the master armorer, unless the chief 
of the Ordnance Department shall otherwise direct. 

18. • . .The commanding officer of an armory shall make quarterly 
and annual reports of the inspection of all arms manufactured at the 
armory, in conformity with the directions in the forms numbered 37, 
38, 39 ; and the master armorer, under the direction of the command- 
ing officer, shall keep a book, in which shall be entered copies of all 
the inspection reports herein required. The originals of said reports 
shall be forwarded to the Ordnance office, on the completion of the 
quarterly or annual inspections. 

19. ...The commanding officer of an armory shall authorize the 
issue of materials required for fabrication in the workshops in such 
quantities, and at such times, as may be considered necessary ; pro- 
vided the supply so issued (which shall in all cases be placed in charge 
of the master armorer) shall at no time exceed the quantity which 
may be required for use in the course of three months. 

20. •• .At each national armory the master armorer shall keep ac- 
counts with the foremen for all tools and materials, rough and finished 
work delivered to, and received from, them respectively. He shall be 
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careful to keep each principal branch of the manufacture in an equal 
state of advancement. He shall be the chief inspector of all materi- 
als and tools, and of all finished arms, to be delivered into the public 
storehouse, and he shall be responsible that the same shall have under- 
gone the proofs required by the Ordnance Department, and shall be 
complete for service. He shall hold the foremen responsible for the 
faithful execution of the part of the work with which they may be 
respectively charged. 

21. • ..The foremen at national armories shall keep accounts with 
the individual workmen employed in their respective branches, of 
tools and materials, and of work, rough or finished, delivered to, or 
received from, them respectively. They shall be inspectors and 
comptrollers, each in his proper department, of the work executed. 
Suitable distinguishing marks are to be adopted to ensure the due 
inspection of all parts of the work, and the responsibility of the 
foremen. 

22. . . .The foremen at each of the national armories shall make out 
and hand to the master armorer certified monthly rolls, specifying the 
names of the persons employed, the quantity of work performed by 
each during the month, and the amount due for the same, whether by 
the established regulations or particular stipulations. And the master 
armorer shall also certify to the correctness of said rolls, and hand 
them to the commanding officer, that he may cause the general 
monthly pay rolls to be made out. The pay rolls shall exhibit the 
compensation due to each individual for the month, and will become 
the vouchers on which the payments will be made. The books and 
accounts of the master armorer and foremen shall be open to the 
inspection of the commanding ofiicer and his clerks, and are to be 
carefully preserved, and ultimately deposited in the office of the 
commanding officer. 

23. . . .The commanding officer of a national armory shall, under 
direction of the chief of the Ordnance Department, arrange all work 
connected with the fabrication of arms at the armory under classes or 
heads, not exceeding ten nor less than five, according to the difierent 
degrees of labor, skill, or ability required in its execution ; and each 
workman thereon employed shall be assigned to work under some 
one class ; shall be denominated of that class ; and shall receive a 
daily compensation, corresponding thereto : such compensation shall 
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be established on the following principles, to wit : Jirsif of an esti- 
mated fair day's work, for every variety of work under each class ; 
second, of a just and reasonable per diem allowance, corresponding 
thereto, which shall be greater or less, according to the greater or less 
degree of labor, skill, and ability required ; ihirdf of the amount of 
work done, so that each shall receive the per diem allowance if he 
perform the estimated fair day's work of his class ; and if he per- 
form more or less than such fair day's work, then his compensation 
shall be proportionally greater or less than such per diem allowance. 

24.. ..Whenever, at national armories, arsenals, or ordnance de- 
pots, any hired workman shall, through incompetency, carelessness, 
or design, spoil any piece of work, in the execution of which he may 
be engaged, it shall be the duty of the commanding officer to cause 
the amount of injury to be estimated, and give the necessary orders 
to the paymaster to stop the same from the pay of such workman. 

25. • . . At national armories, or arsenals, where dwelling houses be- 
longing to the United States are occupied by workmen, a quarterly 
rent roll, specifying the names of the occupants, the periods for which 
rents are charged, the price per quarter, and the amount due from 
each person, shall be prepared by the commanding officer, agreeably 
to form No. 14. The proper designation shall be added to the names 
of such persons as may be entitled to the use of dwellings rent free. 
If the officer who prepares the roll is not the disbursing officer, he 
shall furnish the latter with one copy, and shall transmit another to 
the chief of the Ordnance Department. The disbursing officer shall 
retain the roll in his office, and shall credit the amount collected in his 
account current ; and it is made his duty to collect the sums due from 
the several individuals charged, by retaining in his hands the proper 
amount when making the monthly payments ; it is not required that 
the rents charged and collected shall be entered on the pay rolls ; the 
credit in the accounts current, with the proper rent roll, being sufficient. 

26. . . .Master armorers and clerks employed at the national armo- 
ries shall be allowed quarters rent free, when there are buildings be- 
longing to the United States sufficient for their accommodation. 

27.... Fuel in kind shall be allowed to armory officers, occupying 
public quarters, at the following rates, per annum, viz : 

To a master armorer 18 cords of wood. 

Toaclerk 12 do. 
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28. •••Master annorers at the national armories, when travelling 
on duty under orders from proper authority, shall be entitled to 
receive ten cents a mile for the distance travelled ; all hired persons in 
the service of the Ordnance Department shall, under the same circum- 
stances, be entitled to receive eight cents a mile. 

29. •••At the national armories, arsenals, and ordnance depots, 
where it may be considered necessary to enlarge the sites, to erect 
new buildings, or machinery, to make additions or repairs to old 
buildings, to provide new wharves or enclosures, or to make any 
other permanent improvements, plans and estimates therefor shall be 
made by the commanding officer, and be transmitted in time to be 
received at the Ordnance office in the month of August. Estimates 
for any of these purposes shall exhibit fully the objects contemplated, 
the reason or causes which render them necessary, the measures by 
which it is proposed to effect them, and their probable cost. The esti- 
mate, if approved by the chief of the Ordnance Department, shall be 
submitted to the Secretary of War, and, if sanctioned by him, shall 
be embodied in the general estimate submitted annually to Congress. 
Works of the description above mentioned shall in no case be under- 
taken or commenced but by special authority frsm the chief of the 
Ordnance Department, and in conformity with the provisions of gene- 
ral order, No. 51, of Nov. 23d, 1838. (See appendix No. 3.) 

30. • • .Authority from the chief of the Ordnance Department must, 
in all cases, be obtained before ornamental trees growing en the public 
grounds, at national armories, arsenals, or ordnance depots, can be 
removed or destroyed. 

31. ...Horses for the public service in the Ordnance Department 
shall not be purchased without authority from the chief of the Ord- 
nance Department. The horses must be strong, heavy draught horses, 
the price of which shall not exceed one hundred dollars. 

32. • • .Workmen or others employed by hire at national armories, 
arsenals, or ordnance depots, shall be engaged on daily wages, and 
not on monthly wages or salaries. In places where it is found neces- 
sary to employ slaves on public works, and where the customs of the- 
country do not permit of daily hire, slaves may be engaged on 
monthly wages. In such cases, services for parts of months will be 
stated in the manner set forth in form No. 18. Any increase of wages 
2 
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•hall be promptly reported to the colonel of ordnance, with an expla- 
nation of the particular circumstances requiring the increase. 

33. • • .Workmen, or others, employed by hire in the Ordnance De- 
partment, shall be paid only for such days or parts of days as they 
may actually labor in the service of said department ; for which the 
certificate upon honor of the commanding officer shall be a necessary 
voucher. The working hours for hired men at the Ordnance estab- 
lishments shall be so arranged as to average ten hours a day through- 
out the year, working by daylight only. In cases where men labor 
more than the usual number of working days, the commanding officer 
will explain on the pay rolls the necessity therefor. 

34. . . .No slave, the property of any officer or person in the service 
of the United States, connected with the War Department, shall be 
employed in the Ordnance Department. 

35. • . .Payments to hired persons in the service of the Ordnance 
Department shall be made monthly. 

36. • • .No receipt shall be taken in blank by a disbursing officer, nor 
unless the money be actually paid, and no due bills for money on public 
account shall be given ; nor shall any officer or agent of the Ordnance 
Department be concerned, directly or indirectly, on private account, 
in any contract made for said department, or in the purchase or sale of 
any articles which it may be his duty to purchase on public account 

37. . . .When a change in the command of an armory, arsenal, or 
ordnance depot occurs, the officer relieved shall prepare and adjust all 
accounts both for money and for stores ; he shall state such accounts 
as may remain due at the time of his being relieved, and shall hand 
them, together with a certified abstract of the same, to the relieving 
officer, for settlement ; no outstanding claims, other than those em- 
braced in such accounts and abstract, shall be settled without instruc- 
tions from the Ordnance office. 

38. . • .No money shall be disbursed at any national armory, arsenal, 
or ordnance depot, until the pay roll, or other account, shall have 
been first examined, approved, and certified to be correct by the officer 
having charge of such armory, arsenal, or depot ; and the amount 
shall be stated in words, and not in figures ; and when the disburse- 
ments are not made by the commanding officer, such approval and 
certificate shall be a necessary voucher in the settlement of the ac- 
counts of the disbursing officer. 
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39*...It shall be the duty of the paymaster and storekeeper, at 
each of the national armories, to make all disbursements, to reeeive in 
charge, and receipt for, all materials procured, after they shall hare 
been inspected by the master armorer ; to re-issne the same on the 
orders of the commanding officer, and to receire and receipt for all 
finished arms. He shall render accounts and returns according to 
the forms prescribed by the Ordnance Department. 

40....A military storekeeper attached to a national armory, an 
arsenal, or an ordnance depot, shall have the charge of all ordnance 
and ordnance stores at the armory, arsenal, or depot, excepting such 
ordnance tools, machines, or other stores, including public horses and 
oxen, as may be required for the current service of the post, which 
are placed in charge of the commanding officer thereof, (see article 
140.) The storekeeper shall be subject to the orders of such com- 
manding officer, in all matters which regard the inspection, preterva* 
tion, and issue of the stores ; and it shall be the duty of said com* 
manding officer to furnish the storekeeper at all times with the neces> 
sary aid from the force under his command, to assist in receiving, 
delivering, removing, and arranging the ordnance and ordnance stores, 
and in repairing and preserving all public buildings in which they 
may be deposited. 

41..«.In case of an arsenal or ordnance depot being left without 
any other commissioned officer, the charge of the post shall devolve 
on the military storekeeper, who shall conform to such instructions as 
may be given him by the commanding officer on leaving the post. 

43;....A military storekeeper of the Ordnance Department shall, 
when required by the Secretary of War, in addition to his other du- 
ties, disburse the funds fbr the ordnance service at the post where he 
may be stationed ; and he shall, in that case, give a bond, with ap- 
proved security, in such sum as the Secretary of War may direct, for 
the faithful performance of his duty. 

43...*At arsenals of construction, and other ordnance depots at 
which there is no storekeeper, and at which the annual disbursements 
exceed five thousand dollars, the officer second in rank shall, if re- 
quired by the Secretary of War, be the disbursing officer. 

44. •• .Every disbursing officer of the Ordnance Department shall 
be held responsible for the safe-keeping and disbursement of the funds 
placed in his hands, in the manner prescribed by the regulations of 
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the War and Treasury Departments. A disbursing officer, on being 
relieyed from duty at any post, shall pay over the unexpended balance 
in his hands to the person who may be designated by the chief of the 
Ordnance Department to receive it. 

45. • • .The commanding officer of any armory, arsenal, or ordnance 
depot having a military storekeeper, shall, at the time of the reception 
by the storekeeper of ordnance or ordnance stores, which may have 
been obtained by purchase or fabrication, furnish the storekeeper with 
an authenticated invoice of the same ; and whenever the commanding 
officer shall receive ordnance or ordnance stores from the commanders 
of military posts or other agents of the War Department, he shall, in 
like mcmner, hand over to the military storekeeper the invoices accom- 
panying said property, (see form No. 2.) 

46. • • .AH orders for the issue of ordnance and ordnance stores, in 
charge of any military storekeeper, shall be directed to the command- 
ing officer of the armory, arsenal, or depot to which such storekeeper 
is attached ; and it shall be the duty of the said commanding officer 
to see that such orders are faithfully and promptly executed. All 
issues of ordnance and ordncmce stores in charge of the storekeeper 
at any arsenal, ordnance depot, or national armory, for the purposes of 
construction in the ordnance or armory shops, or for the current ser- 
vice of the arsenal, depot, or armory, shall be made only upon the 
written order of the commanding officer, or of some military or ar- 
mory officer appointed by him for that purpose ; and an abstract of 
such orders for current issues shall be made and presented by the 
storekeeper, at the end of each quarter, to the commanding officer, 
who shall authenticate the same, (see form No. 9.) 

47. • . .Ordnanoe or ordnance stores shall not be issued for construc- 
tions in the ordnance shops, or for the current service of any military 
post, except on the written authority of the commander, or that of 
some military officer, or other responsible person acting under his 
orders ; and such authority shall, in all cases, state the object of the 
issue, and be filed in the ordnance or adjutant's office of the post, in 
order that the quarterly abstract of materials expended or consumed 
at the post, (see form No. 9,) may be made in conformity to the orders 
for issue. 

48. •• .When an order for supplies is received at any armory, 
arsenal, or ordnance depot, the commanding officer shall cause the 
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articles ordered to be carefully packed, and shall turn them over to 
the nearest quartermaster for transportation, with an inroice, (see 
form No. 2.) A duplicate of the invoice shall, at the same time, be 
transmitted to the officer to whom the stores are addressed, or for 
whose command they are designed. The dates, when the order was 
received, and the articles turned over for transportation, will be re- 
ported in the next monthly statement of work done, (see form No. 29.) 

49. . • .Requisitions for ordnance or ordnance stores, needed at any 
armory, arsenal, or ordnance depot, shall exhibit, in addition to the 
description and quantity of property asked for, the amount of similar 
articles on hand, with full explanations, showing the propriety of the 
issue, (see form No. 24.) These requisitions shall be forwarded to 
the chief of the Ordnance Department, and, if approved by him, the 
requisite orders will be given. 

50. • • .In case of the authorized absence of a military storekeeper, 
and at arsenals or ordnance depots where there is no storekeeper, the 
commanding officer will be held responsible for the safe-keeping and 
preservation of all public property committed to his charge ; but he 
may assign to a junior officer of the arsenal or depot the immediate 
charge of it, and also the duty of preparing the proper returns. 

51....To guard against the embezzlement of ordnance and ord- 
nance stores, they shall be distinctly and permanently marked, so as 
to identify them as being the property of the United States, previously 
to their being sent from the arsenals or ordnance depots. 

52. • • .No hired or enlisted man engaged in the service of the Ord- 
nance Department, at any national armory, arsenal, ordnance depot, 
or with any military command, shall be employed for the private 
benefit of officers or other persons, with or without compensation; 
and no public property appertaining to the Ordnance Department 
shall, under any pretence, be sold, exchanged, or used for the private 
benefit of any person or persons whatsoever. The public workshops, 
tools, and materials, must be used solely for purposes of public 
benefit ; and all private work in the public buildings, and all other 
application of public means to any other than public purposes, is 
expressly prohibited. It shall be the special duty of all officers or 
other agents of the Ordnance Department, and especially inspectors, 
to see that this regulation be strictly observed. 
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58. . • .The number of enlisted men authorised by law fbr the Ord- 
nance Department shall be assigned to the arsenals and depots by 
the Colonel of Ordnance, who shall likewise determine the number of 
each specified grade of workmen to be employed at each arsenal or 
depot, all of whom shall be enlisUd in the grade of laborer; from 
which grade promotions shall be made of such as may be found to 
merit it, at the discretion of the commanding officers of arsenals and 
depots, under the prorisions contained in the next article of these 
regulations. 

54. • • .Enlisted men in the Ordnance Department will be mustered 
in either of the grades authorized by law, except that of mnUr looHb- 
tnon, at the discretion of the senior Ordnance officer at the arsenal or 
depot at which they may be stationed ; provided, that every enlisted 
man shall be efficient in the discharge of the duties required of hkn, 
according to his grade. Enlisted master workmen will be appointed, 
when required, by the chief of the Ordnance Department, upon 
recommendations of the senior officers of arsenals or depots. Ord- 
nance men will be discharged by their commanders on expiration of 
enlistment ; but for any other cause they can be discharged only by 
the War Department, or by sentence of a general court martial. 

55.. ..Enlistments of ordnance men will be taken in duplicate, 
according to form No. 26 ; one to be forwarded to the chief of the 
Ordnance Department, and the other to be retained at the post or 
station where the man was enlisted. 

56. . . .Enlisted soldiers who may be detailed from the line of the 
army for extra service, under the direction of an officer of the Ord- 
nance Department, shall be allowed, while so employed, for every 
period greater than ten days continuously, a per diem of eighteen 
cents. 

Section IV. ORDNANCE SERGEANTS. 

Article 57.. The Secretary of War shall be authorised to select 
from the sergeants of the line of the army, who shall have faithfully 
served eight years in the service, four years of which in the grade of 
non-commissioned officer, as many ordnance sergeants as the service 
may require, not to exceed one for each military post, whose duty it 
shall be to receive and preserve the ordnance, arms, ammunition, and 
other military stores, at the post, under the direction of the command- 
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ing officer of the same, and under auch regulations aa aball be pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of War, and who shall receive for their 
services five dollars per month, in addition to their pay in the line. 
(jSet 5th JiprU, 1832, Sec. 2.) 

58. • • .The appointments and removals of Ordnance sergeants sta- 
tioned at military posts in pursuance of the above provisions of law, 
shall be reported by the Adjutant General to the chief of the Ordnance 
Department. 

59. • . .An Ordnance sergeant in charge of ordnance stores at a post 
where there is no commissioned officer, shall be held responsible for 
the safe-keeping of the property, and he shall be governed by the 
regulations of the Ordnance Deepartment in making issues of the same, 
and in preparing and furnishing the requisite returns. If the means 
at his disposal are not sufficient for the preservation of the property, 
he shall report the circumstances to the chief, of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment, who shall take measures accordingly. 

Section V. ORDNANCE STORES IN SERVICE. 

Article 60* .In time of war, arms, ordnance, and ordnance stores, 
for arming, equipping, and supplying the troops in service, will be 
issued upon the order of any general or field officer commanding any 
army, garrison, or detachment, whose order shall be transmitted to 
the Ordnance Department by the officer or agent by whom the issue 
is made. The arming of permanent fortifications will be specially 
directed by the Secretary of War. 

61. ...Any officer commanding a district or geographical depart- 
ment, who, in time of peace, may require authority to call, at his 
discretion, for ordnance and ordnance stores from the arsenals and 
depots within the extent of his command, shall make application for 
that purpose to the Secretary of War, through the Adjutant Gencrars 
office. 

63. • . .No arms, ordnance, or ordnance stores shall be issued other- 
wise than as provided for in these regulations, except by epeciul 
authority from the President of the United States, or in cases of ser- 
vile insurrection or foreign invasion. Whenever issues are made 
under this exception, the order therefor shall be immediately for- 
warded to the Ordnance office, accompanied by a statement of thf; 
reasons for the issue. 
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63. • • .Ordnance stores issued on urgent occasions, as provided in 
the next preceding article, shall, if not expended, be carefully stored 
at some convenient ordnance depot when the urgency ceases. 

64. • • .One complete set of arms and accoutrements of each descrip- 
tion may, if the state of the public supplies will permit, be issued to 
any officer of the army for his own use, and no other^s, on his payment 
of the cost price thereof to the issuing officer. 

65... .All ordnance stores issued for the personal use of officers, 
agreeably to article 64, shall be accounted for on the quarterly return 
of property of the officer making the issue ; and the voucher for such 
issue shall be the duplicate acknowledgment of the officer receiving 
the stores, stating the fact of having received the same and paid for 
them ; the amount paid being likewise stated in the acknowledgment, 
(see form No. 21.) The disbursing officer of the arsenal, armory, or 
depot, from which the issue is made, will credit all moneys thus 
received in his next quarterly account current 

66. .. .Ordnance and ordnance stores in charge of any ordnanee 
officer, or the commander of any regiment, company, or detachment, or 
other agent of the Ordnance Department, shall in no case be issued or 
loaned to individuals, except as provided in article 64, or authorized 
by law ; nor shall they, under any circumstances, be used for private 
purposes by any officer, or other agent of the army, or be diverted 
from their legitimate use, as indicated by the regulations and the laws 
appropriating money for the service of the Ordnance Department. 

67. •• .Requisitions (according to form 24) for ordnance and ord- 
nance stores for the use of regiments, companies, detachments, or 
military posts or stations, shall, in time of peace, be transmitted to 
the general or commander of the district or geographical department 
within which such regiment, company, detachment, or military post 
or station is situated ; who will sanction, modify, or annul such requi- 
sition at his discretion. If sanctioned or modified, he shall transmit 
the same through the Adjutant General, for the decision of the Gtene- 
ral-in-chief. 

68. . • .In cases of urgent necessity, the requisitions may be trans- 
mitted direct to the Adjutant General, for the decision of the Gfeneral- 
in-chief ; duplicates thereof being immediately forwarded, as prescribed 
in the preceding article. 
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69. • • .Requisitions for ordnance or ordnance stores for the Military 
Academy shall be made as prescribed in article 67, and forwarded to 
the chief engineer, whose decision in the case shall be communicated 
to the chief of the Ordnance Department. 

70.... The chief of the Ordnance Department shall examine all 
requisitions for ordnance supplies, and under the direction of the Sec- 
retary of War shall modify and regulate them in such manner as to 
curtail all extravagancies, to suit them to the exigencies of the senrice, 
to existing appropriations, and to just and proper views of economy ; 
and in the performance of this part of his duty, he shall invariably 
communicate with the Gfeneral-in-chief of the Army. 

71.. ..It shall be the duty of the chief of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment, under the direction of the Gkneral-in -chief, to see that a suf- 
ficient quantity of ordnance, ammunition, and ordnance stores, are 
deposited at every military post at which troops are stationed. 

72. • • .On the receipt of ordnance or ordnance stores by any officer 
of the Ordnance Department, or by any other officer or agent of the 
Army, such officer or agent shall cause the same to be immediately 
examined, and entered on the property return of the post, company, 
or detachment, and he shall transmit to the forwarding officer duplicate 
receipts for the same, (form No. 7,) stating the number or quantity 
and the condition of the articles received. If, on examination, it 
shall appear that they cure less than specified in the invoice, or have 
sustained material injury in the transportation, it shall be the duty of 
such officer or agent to report the amount of loss or damage to the 
chief of the Ordnance Department ; and also to the proper officer of 
the quartermaster's department ; to the end that, if such loss or dam- 
age has been caused by neglect of the agent of transportation, it may 
be deducted from the amount allowed him for that service. 

73. ...The receipt of ordnance stores at an arsenal or ordnance 
depot, shall be noted on the monthly statement of work done, (form 
No. 99.) The receipt of stores at any other military post, or by an 
officer in command of troops, shall be immediately reported to the 
chief of the Ordnance Department. 

74.... When an officer or agent of the Army, who shall have 

received an invoice of ordnance or ordnance stores to be forwarded to 

him, has reason to believe that they have been lost or miscarried, or 

are deposited in irresponsible hands, it shall be his duty to acquaint 

3 
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the forwarding officer of such failure. And it shall be the duty of 
both officers to make diligent inquiries, along the route of transporta- 
tion, of all persons into whose hands such ordnance or ordnance 
stores might probably have passed ; the result of which shall be 
reported to the chief of the Ordnance Department. Should it be 
ascertained that the stores have been lost, then the officer to whom 
they were sent shall enclose a certificate, (see form No. II,) to the 
forwarding officer, who shall transmit the same, accompanied by one 
from himself, (see form No. 12,) to the chief of the Ordnance De- 
partment, to the end that he may be relieved from further responsibil- 
ity on that account. 

75. • . .The commander of any permanently embodied regiment, or 
(if separated by companies or detachments) the commander of each 
company or detachment, will be considered as having the immediate 
charge of, and will be held accountable for, all arms, ordnance, and 
ordnance stores, issued for the personal armament of the troops of his 
command. And the commander of each military post will be con- 
sidered as having the immediate charge of, and will be held accounta- 
ble for, all ordnance and ordnance stores at the post, which are not in 
the exclusive service of any regiment, company, or detachment, or 
not in charge of an offioer or agent of the Ordnance Department. 

76. • . .The commander of each company shall, as far as practica- 
ble, retain and keep in store such number of small arms and sets of 
accoutrements as may be sufficient, with those in use, to equip the full 
complement of men established by law for his command ; and when- 
ever any of such arms and accoutrements become unserviceable, 
for want of repairs, which cannot be made at the post, it shall be 
the duty of the commander of the regiment or post to send them to 
the nearest or most convenient arsenal, with a requisition for imme- 
diate repair ; but in no case shall such unserviceable small arms and 
accoutrements be exchanged for others when they can be made ser- 
viceable by repair, nor until they shall have been regularly condemned 
by an inspecting officer, or board of inspection organized by the 
commander of the department. It is made the duty of commanders 
of regiments to see that this regulation is strictly observed. 

77. •• .Arms and accoutrements condemned as totally irreparable, 
under the provisions of the preceding article, shall be broken up, and 
the serviceable parts retained and accounted for by the commander of 
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the company, to be uaed for repairs. The commander ct eaeh com- 
pany shall also, on his requisition, made in the usual form, be fur- 
nished by the Ordnance Department with a dae proportion of such 
spare parts as are necessary for repairs. 

78. •• .Officers who may execute the duty of repairing arms and 
accoutrements, under the provisions of article 76, shall transmit to the 
chief of the Ordnance Department, in each case of repair, a statement 
of the cost thereof, in order that it may accompany to the Treasury 
the quarterly return of the officer commanding the company to which 
the articles belonged, and that such officer may be held accountable 
for the damages, according to the regulations. 

79.. ..Accoutrements and artillery equipments only partly worn, 
which have become soiled and discolored by use in the field, and 
which are reported as yet sufficiently strong to endure much more 
semrice, shall be cleaned and furbished, and restored to their original 
new appearance, as nearly as can be done, when they will be issued to 
the troops for service, on the usual requisitions. 

80. . • .Whenever an enlisted soldier is transferred fVom one com- 
pany to another, his arms and accoutrements shall be retained with 
the company to which he belonged, unless the urgency of the service 
shall otherwise require. 

81. . . .In all cases in which ordnance or ordnance stores are lost or 
damaged by the negligence or misconduct of any officer, cadet, or 
enlisted man, the amount of said loss or damage shall be charged to 
the delinquent on the next muster roll, and the facts shall be recorded 
in the books of the company, detachment, military post, arsenal, or 
ordnance depot. On the next quarterly return of ordnance and ord- 
nance stores, the names of the delinquents shall be noted, with the 
amount charged, the particular loss or damage for which the charge is 
made, and the date of the muster roll on which noted. 

82. • • .When, in compliance with the preceding article, a charge for 
loss or damage of ordnance or ordnance stores is made against any 
individual, it shall be the duty of the commanding officer, provided it 
be requested by the individual charged, to assemble a hoard of exami' 
fiofion, (to be composed of commissioned officers if practicable,) to 
investigate the facts, and report to him the cause of such loss or 
damage; and their report, with the remarks of the commanding 
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•fficer thereoD, shall accompany the next qaarterly return to the chief 
of the Ordnance Department. 

83. • . .All charges made in obedience to articles 81 and 82, of these 
regulations, for loss or damage of ordnance or ordnance stores in the 
hands of the troops, shall have precedence of all other claims whatso- 
erer on the pay of the troops ; they shall be regulated by tables of 
cost, periodically published by the chief of .the Ordnance Department, 
(see rates of prices, articles 153, 154.) 

84. • • .Whenever stoppages are noted on muster rolls, for loss or 
damage of ordnance or ordnance stores, it shall be the duty of the 
paymaster to withhold the amount charged, and that of the paymaster 
general to transmit to the Second Auditor of the Treasury, in the 
month of May, annually, a statement exhibiting the total amount of 
such stoppages up to the Slst December next preceding ; to the end, 
th^t such amount may be refunded to the appropriation to which it 
npi^y legally belong. 

85. ...When any person shall fraudulently sell or otherwise dis- 
pose of any ordnance or ordnance stores, the property of the United 
Sitates, or convert the same to his own use, or deface their marks for 
t^e purpose of concealment, or wantonly waste or destroy such 
property, it shall be the duty of any military officer, to whom the 
facts shall become known, either personally or on credible report, to 
communicate the circumstances to the chief of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment, who shall adopt such measures in the case as the interest of the. 
service may require. 

86. •• .Surplus ordnance and ordnance stores in the hands' of the 
troops shall be turned into store, in as good order as possible, at the 
most convenient ordnance depot, for which the officer or agent in 
charge of such depot shall give a receipt, stating their condition. 

87 . . . .Surplus ordnance and ordnance stores at any military post, 
not an ordnance depot, which are considered by the commanding 
officer unnecessary for the service of the post, shall be transported to 
an arsenal or ordnance depot ; provided the removal of such ordnance 
and ordnance stores shall be first sanctioned by an inspector general,, 
or by thjB commander of the department in which they are situated. 
Officers commanding posts will report all surplus stores to the comr 
niffnder of the departn]ient, or to the inspector general when, present 
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at the poit on a tour of inspection, who ihall deeignate the place to 
which they shall be removed. 

88.. ••In case ordnance or ordnance stores are lost, or rendered 
unserviceable by unavoidable accident, the commanding officer shall 
assemble a board qf twrvey to investigate the facts, and report to him 
the cause of such loss or damage. The board shall be composed of 
commissioned officers whempracticable, and their report shall be sub- 
mitted to the commanding officer for his remarks or explanations, and 
shall be forwarded by the person responsible for the property with his 
next quarterly return of property to the Ordnance office. 

89. • • .Whenever any officer in charge of ordnance or ordnance 
stores shall leave his command or post, with the prospect of being 
absent for any period less than three months, it shall not be obligatory 
on him to take receipts for the said ordnance' or ordnance stores ; but 
he may* at his own discretion, either close his accounts or place the 
ordnance or ordnance stores under charge of the officer next in com- 
mand, who shall, in that case, do all duty in regard to said ordnance 
or ordnance stores, in the name of said absent officer, until his return 
to the command or post. 

90. • • .At the decease of any disbursing officer of the Ordnance 
Department, or any officer or agent chargeable with ordnance or ord- 
nance stores, and responsible for the returns required by article 138, 
a hoard qf survey shall be assembled by the senior officer of the arsenal, 
depot, or post, to examine the state of the funds, ordnance, or ord- 
nance stores, for which the said officer or agent was accountable. 
The board will make a report in duplicate, in the same order of classi- 
fication as in article 155, stating the kinds, quantity, and condition of 
said ordnance or ordnance stores, and the amount of funds on hand ; 
which report will be immediately transmitted to the chief of the Ord- 
nance Department ; the duplicate will be handed to the successor of 
the deceased. 

91....The commandant of each company in garrison shall con- 
stantly retain in store, and exhibit on his quarterly returns of property, 
the regulation arm-chests hereinafter mentioned, in which all arms or 
accoutrements, not in the hands of the troops, shall be at all times 
securely packed for preservation, viz : to each company of infantry, 
and to each company of artillery armed as infantry, two musket arm- 
chests; and to each company of riflemen,^ two rifie arm-chi^iUij to 
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each company of cavalry, one pistol arm-chest ; and if armed with 
carbines or rifles, then, in addition, one rifle or carbine arm-chest. 

92. . . .The commanding officer of a regiment, garrison, company, 
or detachment, shall be responsible that all surplus chests or cases, in 
which arms or other ordnance stores have been conveyed to his com- 
mand, are carefully preserved. They will be receipted for, and 
entered upon the property returns as othei^stores, and, in like manner, 
reported to the Ordnance Department. 

93. . . .Every officer commanding a permanently embodied regiment, 
or a company, garrison, or detachment, and the commandant of the 
corps of cadets, shall make a report every two months, as required 
by the 7th section of the law passed the 8th of February, 1815, (see 
appendix. No. 1, article 14,) **to the Colonel of the Ordnance De- 
partment," which reports shall be consolidated by the Colonel of 
Ordnance, and transmitted, with his remarks aftd orders thereon, 
every six months, to the superintendents of the national armories 
and inspecting officers of the Ordnance Department, in order to 
ascertain and correct any defects which may exist in the metnufacture 
of arms. 

Section VI. UNSERVICEABLE ORDNANCE STORES. 

Article 94. .Whenever ordnance or ordnance stores are reported 
unserviceable, they shall be examined by an inspector general, or 
some other officer specially designated by the Secretary of War for 
that purpose, who will note on the inventory such as he condemns 
and such as he considers reparable, (see form No. 13.) He shall 
recommend the stores condemned by him either to be broken up at 
the arsenal, depot, or military post, or to be sold, as may be deemed 
most advantageous to the public service ; but should it appear to the 
inspector that the ordnance or ordnance stores condemned are of too 
little value to cover the expense of sale or breaking up, he shall 
recommend them to be dropped from the return as useless. Such 
arms and stores as the inspector may consider reparable he shall 
direct either to be repaired at the arsenal, depot, or military post, or to 
be transported to the nearest or most convenient arsenal or depot of 
construction or repairs. The list of condemned stores, (see form No. 
10,) with the remarks and opinion of the inspector, shall be made in 
duplicate, and forwarded to the chief of the Ordnance Department 
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for the further action of the Presideat of the United States. The 
ioYenlory shall be left with the officer having eharge of the ordnance 
and ordnance stores. 

95. . • .All articles condemned and ordered for sale by the President 
of the United States shall be disposed of at public auction, under the 
superintendence of such officers as may be designated for that pur^ 
pose by the chief of the Ordnance Department, due public notice 
being previously given of the sale. An authorized auctioneer shall 
be employed, and the sale shall be conducted in conformity with the 
established usages of the place where made. 

96.. ..An officer directing a sale of unserviceable ordnance stores 
will cause the articles to bo offered in such lots as he may think will 
command the best prices ; and he is authorized to bid in or suspend 
the sale of any articles when, in his opinion, they will command 
better prices at private sale. No article shall be sold at private sale 
until after it shall have been offered at auction, nor then at a price less 
than that offered at public sale. 

97. • • .All sales shall be for cash. The auctioneer shall make cei^ 
tified bills of sale of the property, and deliver them to the superin- 
tending officer, to whom the money shall be paid on delivery of the 
property. All expenses of the sale sh^I be paid from its proceeds. 
The auctioneer's certified account of sales in detail, and the vouchers 
for the expenses of the sale, shall be forwarded to the Ordnance office, 
unconnected with quarterly accounts, whence, after examination and 
record, they shall be transmitted to the proper auditor for settlement ; 
the nett proceeds of the sale shall be disposed of in such manner as 
the chief of the Ordnance Department shall direct. (See Appendix, 
No. 2, article 9.) 

Section VII. ISSUE OP ORDNANCE STORES TO MILITIA 
IN THE SERVICE OP THE UNITED STATES. 

Article 98. .Whenever any regiment, battalion, company, or 
detachment of militia shall be called into the service of the United 
States, they shall be mustered and inspected by an inspector general, 
or by some other duly authorized officer of the regular troops, who 
shall ascertain the condition of the arms, accoutrements, ordnance, 
and ordnance stores in their possession, and if it should be found 
necessary to supply them with arms and accoutrements, or ordnance 
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Uid ordiiance stores, belon^ng to the United States, the commander 
thereof shall make a requisition for the articles required, according to 
form No. 25, which, if sanctioned by the inspecting officer, shall be 
submitted for approval or modification to the commander of the regu- 
lar troops present or in the vicinity ; and upon such requisition, duly 
approved by such commander, any officer, or agent of the Ordnance 
Department, may issue the articles required, taking duplicate receipts 
therefor, one of which shall be forwarded to the chief of the Ordnance 
Department, in order that the same may be charged on the books of 
the department to the officer who received them. And the commander 
of said regiment, battalion, company, or detachment, shall be held 
responsible for the care and preservation of the articles thus received, 
and that the arms and accoutrements are issued to the men consti- 
tuting his command, and that each individual is charged on the muster 
roll with the actual number of arms and accoutrements delivered to 
him ; and the same shall be entered upon every successive muster roll 
until the men shall be discharged. 

99. • • .When any militia are about to be discharged, they shall be 
mustered for payment by an inspector general, or some other duly 
authorized officer of the regular troops, who shall at the same time 
critically inspect the arms and accoutrements in their possession, in 
order to ascertain if any loss or damage has accrued to them whilst in 
their possession, either by negligence or carelessness, and if any, shall 
charge the amount of said loss or damage, according to the rates 
established by the Ordnance Department, to each individual, opposite 
to his name on the muster roll; which amount the paymaster shall 
deduct firom the pay due each individual at the time of his discharge. 
And it shall be the duty of the inspecting officer, or of an officer of 
the Ordnance Department, at the time of muster and inspection for 
discharge, to receive the arms and accoutrements, ordnance and ord- 
nance stores, in the possession of the regiment, battalion, company, 
or detachment, and to give duplicate receipts for the same to the com- 
mander thereof, in order that he may settle his accounts with the 
Ordnance Department 

100. • • .No payments shall be made to any militia called into the 
wrvice of the United States until they shall have been mustered, and 
shall have delivered up their arms and accoutrements, as set forth in 
the preceding article, unless they were absent by reason of sickness 
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or some other joetifiable cause, at the time of the muster and inspec- 
tioii tor discharge ; and in such ease they shall produce receipts to 
the paymaster that they have deposited their arms and accoutrements 
with some officer authorized to receive them, who shall state m the 
receipts the condition of the arms and accoutrements, and the amount 
of loss or damage (if any has accrued whilst the same were in their 
po i W ssi on) according to the rates established by the Ordnance De- 
partment, which amount the paymaster shall deduct from the pay due 
them at the time of their discharge. 

101.. ..In all eases when arms, accoutrements, ordnance, or ord- 
nance stores, issued to any officer, non-commissioned ofHcer, or soldier 
of the militia called into the service of the United States, shall have 
been lost by unavoidable circumstances, it shall be the duty of the 
inspeetiog officer, who shall muster and inspect the same for dis- 
chai^, to require the affidavit of some officer or non-commissioned 
officer, testifying to the unavoidable circumstances of the loss, and 
such affidavit, if deemed satisfactory, shall be sufficient authority for 
the inspeeting officer to relieve the individual who shall have been 
chained with the loss from all charges on account of such loss, whieh 
shall be entered with the affidavit on the proper muster roll. 

Sbotion VIII. issues TO STATES FOR ARMING AND 

ECIUIPPING THE MILITIA. 

[See Appendix, No. 1, Articles 26 and 27.] 

AUTiOLB 102. .Ordnance or ordnance stores for the use of the 
miKtia of any State or Territory, under the act for arming and equip- 
ping the militia, shall be issued only upon special orders from the 
chief of the Ordnance Department. 

103. • . .The arms to be issued to the States for arming the militia 
are made at private armories, and such arms will be issued aecord- 
ingly. In cases where no arms of this kind are on hand at the depot 
to which the order is addressed, others may be furnished. The arms 
and aoeoatrements furnished, must, in all cases, be of good quality 
and in order for service. 

104. .. .Arms issued under the law for arming the militia will be 

transported to the State, at the expense of the United States, and will 

be delivered at any place within the State, situated upon navigable 

waters, or othetwise easily accessible, which may be designated by 

4 
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the governor or other authorized officer. The United States cannot 
incur any extraordinary expense for transportation of arms, ordnance, 
or ordnance stores, to the interior by land. 

105. • • .All expenses attending the issue, delivery, or transportation 
of ordnance or ordnance stores to the States, are chargeable to the 
appropriation for arming and equipping the militia, and will be paid 
by the disbursing officer of the depot whence issued. The officer 
who issues will engage the transportation, and defray all other neces- 
sary expenses ; and it shall be the duty of the erdnance officer, or 
military storekeeper at any post, to attend to the transportation and 
forwarding of such stores as may be consigned to him for that pur- 
pose from any other post. 

106. ...Accounts with the several States and Territories will be 
kept in terms of muskets ; but other descriptions of small arms, 
accoutrements, and field artillery, will be furnished at the request of 
the proper authority of the State or Territory, if the state of the pub- 
lic supplies shall permit, and the sanction of the Secretary of War be 
first obtained. In such cases, the arms, artillery, or equipments, 
substituted for muskets, must be equal in value to the assigned quota 
of muskets, estimated at the average cost at the national and private 
armories, including all incidental charges ; such cost and charges 
being as stated in article 83. No other arms or equipments will be 
issued but those of the patterns regularly adopted for the United 
States troops. 

107.. ..In all cases where ordnance or ordnance stores are trans- 
ported, before delivery, to the State authorities, an invoice specifying 
the numbers and description ; the date and place whence forwarded ; 
name of person to whom delivered for transportation ; name of per- 
son and place to whom and where to be delivered, will be prepared 
and certified by the issuing officer ; which invoice will be transmitted 
to the chief of the Ordnance Department , immediately on delivery 
for transportation. 

108. . . .Triplicate receipts, according to form No. 8, enumerating all 
ordnance and ordnance stores issued, will be prepared by the issuing 
officer, and transmitted for the signature of the Governor, or other 
officer or agent appointed by him ; and as soon as said issuing officer 
shall obtain these receipts, (duly authenticated,) he shall transmit one 
to the chief of the Ordnance Department, unaccompanied by, and 
unconnected with, any return. 
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Stctiom IX. INSPECTION OF ORDNANCE AND ORD- 
NANCE STORES. 

Article 109. .Regulations, in detail, for the inspection and proof 
of all ordnance and ordnance stores shall be prepared by the chief of 
the Ordnance Department, with the approbation of the Secretary of 
War, and the mode of inspection and proof shall be the same for all 
articles of the same kind, whether fabricated at the ordnance estab- 
lishments, or procured by contract or by open purchase. The exist- 
ing regulations on this subject will remain in force until changed by 
the proper authority. 

I. Inspection of ordnance and projectiles. 

110. . • .The inspection and proof of ordnance and projectiles shall 
be made, under the direction of the Colonel of Ordnance, by such 
officers of the Ordnance Department as he may, from time to time, 
designate for that purpose, who will be held strictly responsible that 
all ordnance and projectiles received by them for the United States 
shall have been subjected to the inspection and proof required, and 
that they shall conform in all respects to the established models. 

111... .The inspecting officer of ordnance and projectiles at the 
foundries shall give to the contractors triplicate certificates of inspec- 
tion, according to form No. 32. 

112. . . .Duplicate reports of inspectioB of ordnance and projectiles 
at the foundries (forms 33 and 34) shall be made immediately after 
each inspection ; one copy to be forwarded to the chief of the Ord- 
nance Department ; and in the month of July, a consolidated report 
(form 35) of ail such inspections made during the year ending 30th 
June, shall be forwarded by the inspecting officer to the chief of the 
Ordnance Department. The inspecting officer will keep books in 
which shall be recorded all reports which he is required to make, and 
all correspondence connected with this particular service. These 
books will be carefully preserved, and in case of relief, turned over to 
his successor. 

II. Inspection pf smaU asnm and aceovtrements. 

113. •••All small arms and accoutrements manufactured by con- 
tract, or purchased for the service of the United States, shall, before 
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beiiig noeiTMl, be inspecled under the direction of the Colonel of 
Ordnance, by officers of the Ordnance Department, designated for 
that pwpoie. 

114. . . .It shall be the duty of the inspecting officer of the coniraa 
•ervioe, under the orders of the chief of the Ordnance Department, to 
inspect all muskets, rifles, carbines, pistols, swords, sabres, or other 
mgmXi arms and accoutrements that may be manu&ctured in the con- 
■ tiiiOt senrice for the United States, including such as are designed for 
the militia under the act of 1808. He will be held strictly cqsponsible 
that the said arms and accoutrements are in exact confbrBiiiy with 
the models and patterns. To aid the inspecting officer in the per- 
formance of these duties, such number of assistants as may be re- 
quired shall be detailed from the national armories, by the command- 
ing officer thereof, on the requisition of the inspecting officer. 

115. . . .Each assistant inspector shall, previous to entering on the 
-duty, take an oath before a competent magistrate for its faithful dis- 
charge ; and it shall be the duty of the inspecting officer to see that 
no assistant be allowed to inspect the arms manufactured at the same 
private establishment oftener than twice in succession. 

116* • . .The inspecting officer of contract arms shall, in all cases, 
before receiving any such arms for the United States, cause them to 
be taken to pieces in his presence, and the several parts to be elosely 
examined by the assistants. When arms have been reeeived by the 
inspecting officers for the use of the United States at private armories, 
the principal inspector will cause them immediately to be boxed for 
transportation in his presence, and will secure each box by fixing his 
seals thereon. 

117. • . Jnspeetions of small arms and accoutrements, made by 
contract, shall be made quarterly; and the inspecting officer shall 
make quarterly and annual reports of inspection, (forms 37, 38, and 
39 ;) and at each reception of articles furnished by contract, he shall 
give to the contractor triplicate certificates, according to form 36. 

118. . . .The inspecting officers of contract arms and accoutrements 
shall keep books, in which shall be copied such inspection reports as 
they are required to make, and all the correspondence connected with 
this particular service. The original reports shall be forwarded to the 
<ihief of the OrdoAnoe Deiiiurtineat as so<m w the several inspectipns

Aatiolb 119..Qunpowder ie ordimudly packed in hurrele conlein- 
ing one hundred pounds eaoh. The magazinee in which it ie kev^ 
ahaU be frequently aired in dry weather. 

180 • • . .Gunpowder in the magazines giving a proof-jrange, by tM 
eatabliahed eprouvette, leas than one hundred and eighty yards, shall 
not be used in the Mrttee phargtit but shall be separated from that of 
higher range, and legibly marked ; to be used for firing salutes and far 
blank oartridge practice. That which gives a range less than one 
hundred and fifty yards, shall he considered unaenriceable. 

lil. • • .All gunpowder, before being received for the United States, 
ahall be objected to inspection and proof by an ordnance officer, in 
such manner as may be prescribed by the Colonel of Ordnance. 

19S. • . .The inapeoting officer shall cause each caak to be marked 
in the following manner, viz : on one end the place and year of hhri- 
cation and description of powder ; on the other end, the proof-fange 
and date of proof, taking care to leave space for dates of sttbaequent 
proofii. 

183. • • .Beports of proof and inapection of powder received from 
contraotora, and of that in the magasines, shall be made in duplicate, 
acoording to form No. 41 ; and the proving officer shall give to the 
contractor triplicate certificates of inspection, acoording to form No. 
40. One of the duplicate inspection reports of powder in the maga- 
zines, and of that received from contractors for the United Statea, 
shall be forwarded to the chief of the Ordnance Department on the 
completion of the inspection ; the other, for powder in magazines, 
ahaU be recorded at the arsenal or depot ; the duplicate for powder 
received for the United States shall be retained by the proving 
•offieer. 

1S4« •• .Standard powder for the reception proof of all kinds of 
fiiiSrfurms, whether tnanufactuied at the national armories, foundries, or 
by contract, «kiaU be of such Hfuality as to give a range of noiUsB tkm 
two hundred and fifty yards by the reguisytioii eprouvette. 

195. • . .AH powder, deaigned &r the proof of fiio^arms, ahaU be 
proved with the regulation eprouvalte, immedjtataly pve^iduitg tiMB 
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inspection, unlets it shall have bees so proved within one year, and 
there be no reason to saspect that it has become deteriorated. 

Sectiow X. CONTRACTS. 

Article 126* .No contract for the service of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment shall be made by any officer or agent thereof, except by special 
authority from the chief of the Ordnance Department, sanctioned by 
the Secretary of War; and all officers or agents making contracts 
shall strictly observe the provisions of the laws on that subject, (see • 
appendix No. 2.) Contracts shall be made in triplicate, one of which 
shall be forwarded to the chief of the Ordnance Department, at the 
date of the contract, that it may be deposited in the office of the second 
comptroller within ninety days thereafter, as the law directs. 

127. . . .The rights vested in a contractor, for services to be perform- 
ed, or supplies to be furnished, for the Ordnance Department, shall, in 
no case^ be transferred to any other person or persons; but such 
contractor shall be held to his legal responsibilities, and all payments 
shall be made to him only. 

128 ••••Payments, on account of any contract, to the amount ef 
four-fifths of the value of work done, or of services performed in 
part, may be made, in case the contract embraces operations of long 
continuance. Such payments on account, under an unfulfilled contract, 
not being admitted at the Treasury, will not be charged in the quarterly 
accounts ; but a statement of all such, specifying the amount of each, 
will be annexed to the duplicate account current, which is designed for 
the files of the Ordnance office, in order that the true state of the funds 
on hand may be known. 

Section XL ACCOUNTS. 

Article 129. • Every disbursing officer of the Ordnance Department 
shall transmit to the chief of that department, within twenty datft after 
the expiration of each quarter, an account current of all moneys re- 
ceived, expended, and remaining on hand, with the necessary vawhera 
and abOract made according to the forms hereinafter prescribed ; which, 
after examination in the Ordnance office, will be transmitted to the 
Treasury Department for settlement. 

190. •••A duplicate of the quarterly account current and of the 
tAOract mentioned in the preceding article, shall be transmitted at the 
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same time to the Ordnance office, to be retained for use there. On a 
blank page of this duplicate account current there shall be endorsed 
a statement of receipts and expenditures under each appropriation, 
(form No. 22,) and the face of the abstract will show, as far as prac^ 
ticable, the quantity and kind of articles purchased. (See form No. 19.) 
Individual accounts for services will show the dates and kind of ser- 
vice charged. 

IZi,** .Vouchers for articles purchased, for supplies furnished, for 
services rendered, or for other expenditures, will be made agreeably 
to one or the other of the forms No. 15, 16, 17, or 18, according to 
the nature of the case. First, Form No. 15 is the form of a voucher 
for supplies furnished, or for services rendered by an individual. 
Second, Form No. 16 is the form of an ordinary receipt roll for ser- 
vices. Third. Form No. 17 is a pay roll, to be used at armories or 
at arsenals where work is done by the piece. Fourth. Form No. 18 
is a pay roll for hired slaves. F^h, In all the accounts of individuals 
against the United States, the matters or things charged for are to be 
clearly and accurately set forth. No substitution of names, dates, 
services, prices, or things of any kind shall be made ; the transaction 
on which the charges are made in any account shall, in all cases, be 
truly represented on the face of the voucher. Sixth. In accounts for 
articles purchased, the date of each separate purchase, the name, and 
the number or quantity of each article, the price of each, with the 
particular to which the price refers, as number, weight, or measure, 
and the amount due for each, will be specified in the body of the 
account. If the public use of any article be not fully apparent from 
its name, or if, from any other cause, there be reason to apprehend 
that the charge may not be correctly comprehended by the accounting 
officers, the purpose for which it was procured, or other explanation, 
should be inserted opposite the article, in the column of remarks. 
Seventh. If an account be for services rendered, the occupation or kind 
of service, the time employed, the dates within which the services 
were rendered, the wages and the amount should be stated in the body 
o( the account. If the setvice charged be of an unusual kind, or if it 
be charged at an unusual rate, or if, from any cause, the charge may be 
liable to misconception, the necessary explanations should be given 
under the head of remarks. The dates to be inserted in the led mar- 
gin of the accounts should represent the time when the several sums 



ehat^d ulrere due to the creditors. EigM, At armories, and at 
ameoals where the number of persons employed is considerable, the 
accounts for services rendered will be stated on monthly rolls, speci- 
fying the name and occupation of each, the number of days' services 
rendered by, the wages of, and the amount due to each, agreeably to 
forms No. 16 and 17. ^nth. In case the authority to diitct and con- 
trol expenditures reside in one officer, and the payments are made by 
another, the accounts must be sanctioned by the signature of the 
directing officer, in the manner indicated by forms No. 15, 16, 17, and 
18, before payment is made ; the date on which the sanction is given 
shall always be stated. Tenth. In the accounts for the transportation 
of stores or supplies, the articles carried, with the number or weight 
thereof, the places from and to which, and the distance conveyed, 
the period within which the service was performed, and the price, 
should be specified. If the charge be for transporting stores from the 
post to a distant place, an original bill of lading, and the receipt of the 
person to whom the articles were addressed, or other proper evidence 
of delivery, should be annexed to the voucher. 

132....rotiefter8. First. An account for the transportation or 
travelling allowance of an armory officer, or other person, will state 
the distance travelled, the purpose of the journey, and at what time 
performed ; and it roust be sustained by the original order directing the 
service, or a certified copy of, or extract from it, with a certificate 
that the journey charged has been performed. Se^d, An account 
for postage of letters on public service must be accompanied by a 
certificate from the officer sending or receiving them, setting forth that 
the postage charged is due exclusively for letters on the public busi- 
ness committed to his charge. Tb/ird. If an account be founded upon 
a contract or agreement, reference should be made to the agreement in 
the body of the account, and the original agreement should be trans- 
mitted with the first account arising under it, if the same shall not 
have been previously transmitted ; vouchers referring to a verbal 
agreement, without a specification of particuhirs, are inadmissible. 
Fourth. In case a charge is made by one person, for a payment made 
by him to another, for freight, wharfage, drayage, or other purposes, 
the particulars of the charge will be fully specified in the body of the 
account, and a receipt from the person to whom the payment is made 
must be annexed to the account as a sub-voucher. JVUi. The prices 
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and unountfl in all accouou and rolls will be stated in dollars and 
cents. Surtfc. All accounts accruing during any quarter should, if 
pEMtieable, be adjusted and paid during the current quarter, or within 
so «bort a period after its termination as to be embraced in the m> 
counts for the appropriate quarter. StvuUk. The receipt annexed to 
an aoeount will express the sum paid by toords written out in full, not 
by iSfM'^> *>^ i^ wiU *^^ ^ name of the person from whom, the 
place where, and the date when, the money is received ; the receipt 
will be signed, if practicable, by the person in whose name the account 
is stated, or if signed by another as agent, proper evidence that the 
agent was duly authorized by the principal to sign receipts must 
aooompany the account. When the signature to a receipt does not 
legibly express the name of the writer, it should be witnessed. 
E%hik, If expenditures under different appropriations be contained 
in one Toucher, the amount expended under each shall be separately 
stated ; if this occur in an individual account, the items shall be ap- 
propriately desilgnated in the body of it, or in the column of remarks; 
if it happen in a pay roll, the amount chargeable to each appropria- 
tion shall be stated at the bottom of the roll, and the several sums 
shall be separately stated in the appropriate columns of the abstract 
AMk. If the number of persons to be entered on the receipt roll be 
so considerable as to require it, the roll will be made up in book form, 
similar to No. 17. T§nih. In all cases where the expenditures are 
made in pursoanee of special orders, or instructions from the chief 
of the Ordnance Department, a reference to such orders, specifying 
the dale, will be made in the column of remarks on the voucher in 
which the expenditure is chaiged. If orders emanate from any other 
source than the chief of the Ordnance Department, then a certified 
copy will be appended to the voucher. 

133. • • JBntrtuU* Fint. All the expenditures, for one quarter, will 
be embodied in one abstract. Expenditures under different appropria- 
tions will be entered in separate columns. (See form No. 19.) Second* 
The vouchers for all the expenditures in any quarter shall be num- 
bered in one continued series, according to their dates. Third. If the 
abstract is so large as to require more than one sheet, it will be made 
on several sheets of the same kind, stitched together in book form. 

134. • • Aimninft ewmU will be prepared according to form No. 90. 
They shonU always commence by entering— f&i(, the balance from 

5 
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iht last account; if that balance shall have been officially ascertained, 
and stated to the disbursing officer, he will enter the official balance ; 
if otherwise, he will enter the balance as stated by himself in his last 
account. Second, All money received sinse the last account was ren- 
dered will then be entered, specifying separately the several sums, the 
dates when, and from what source received. The. expenditures will 
then be charged, entering the amount under each appropriation sepa- 
rately. Third. The account should then be balanced, certified, and 
dated, agreeably to the prescribed form. 

Sbctioh XII. RETURNS AND REPORTS. 

Article 135. .The chief of the Ordnance Department shall trans- 
mit, monthly, to the Adjutant Greneral^s office, a return, exhibiting 
the names, rank, and stations of all officers and enlisted men in the 
service of the Ordnance Department. 

136. • • .The officer having charge of each arsenal or ordnance depot, 
shall transmit to the chief of the Ordnance Department, wUhin Jive 
da§$ ttfter the termination of each months and according to the forms 
hereinafter prescribed, the following monthly returns, yiz: first, of 
the ordnance officers and enlisted men at the post, (form No. 27 ;) 
tecond, of the hired men employed, (form No. 28 ;) thirds of the work 
done at the post, (form No. 29 ) The commanding officer of each 
national armory shall transmit to the chief of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment, within the period above named, a monthly return of armory 
officers and men employed, and of small arms and their appendages, 
manufactured at the armory, (form No. 30.) The commanding 
officer of each armory, arsenal, or depot, shall transmit, at the end of 
every month, a summary statement of money received and expended, 
(form No. 22,) which shall be made out by the disbursing officer. 

137. • • .The commanding officer of each national armory > arsenal, 
or ordnance depot, shall transmit to the chief of the Ordnance De- 
partment, at the beginning of each quarter, an estimate of the funds 
required during the quarter, (form No. 23.) 

138* • • .Every person having the charge and custody of ordnance 
or ordnance stores, shall be held responsible for the same ; and shall 
make and transmit to the chief of the Ordnance Department, within 
twmty days after the tenttifurfton of the gtiorier, a quarterly return of 
the same, according to the forms referred to in article 143, of these 
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regoktions ; which retani, after haTing^ been duly esounmod, will be 
tnannitted to the proper aocouDting officer of the Treasory. 

139. • • .When an officer eomniaoda, at the Mune time, a military 
poet and alio a regiment or company, he shall make a return of ord- 
nance and ordnance etores belonging to the post, separate and distinct 
from those belonging to the regiment or company. 

140. • • •The commanding officer of an armory, arsenal, or ordnance 
depot having a storekeeper, shall transmit to the chief of the Ordnance 
Department, tii Ike numth of Jubf of each year, a return according to 
form No. 1, of all ordnance, tools, machines, and other stores, 
including public horses and oxen, which may be in current sendee ; 
and such commanding officer shall not be required to make the quar- 
terly returns called for in the IdSth article ; but he shall, at the end of 
each month, turn oyer to the storekeeper all finished articles fiibri- 
cated during the month, and other stores which may not be required 
in the current service. 

141. • • .Arms, ordnance, and ordnance stores shall be arranged on 
the returns and inventories, according to the classification exemplified 
in article 155. 

143««« .Every person who is required by article 138 or 140 to 
make a quarterly or an annual return of ordnance and ordnance stores, 
shall make an exact inventory of the same in the month qf June of 
each year, and shall certify, on the second quarter's return, that such 
inventory has been accurately made, and that said return has been 
compared with the inventory, and corrected accordingly, if necessary. 
This inventory shall be made according to form No. 13, and shall, 
if required, be exhibited to the inspector general, or to any other 
inspetiug officer who may visit the post. 

143. • • .All returns of property required by articles 138 and 140 of 
these regulations, shall be made according to the forma hereinafter 
prescribed, that is to say : quarterly and annual returns of property, 
(according to form No. 1;) invoices and vouchers in support thereof, 
viz., invoice of articles rteeivedy (according to form No. 2 ;) abstract 
of articles fabricaUd, (form No. 3 ;) abstract of articles pitrctoed, 
(form No. 4 ;) abstract of articles repaired, (form No. 5 ;) statement 
of fiurferiob obtained from condemned stores, (form No. 6;) reeei^ for 
stores issued to the ormiyi (forms Nos. 7 and 21;) receipt for stores issued 
to the m^Ma, (form No. 8}) abstract of articles expended or eennimed for 
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pvrpMn-' of- ooMlractiMi ' ia- the' ofdnaao^ workshops^ or fdr cttmet 
senrice, (form No/ 9;) • list of emiemned Oofm stricken flt>m -the retiini 
bf' order of: the PrenMentof the United Stateir^- (form No. 10;) oerti- 
fied'Hieeiee (form No. 2) of stores: turned over to the qoartermaster's 
depertment for traneportation, for which a receipt shall not have been

All iMrmett required above shall 
bS' Alrnifihed tH dnqtUeaU to the Ordnance <Mce* If the vouchers fbr 
receipts or issues <»f property are too nmnerous to be stated separately 
on the fiMscof- the retorn, an abstract of them will be made, in a form 
corresponding with that of the return. In all the vouchers and 
abstracts accompanying a property return, the arttdes- should be 
arranged 'in* the same ordisr as inthe body of the return. 

144. • . .Each commanding officer j or other agent of the (Mnance 
Department, who is required by articles 138 and 140 to nudce returns, 
shiall constantly keepj at his station j recorded copies of saidretume^ to 
be turned over to hie successor in the same manner as o^ier property; 
andall the boolM and files of papers requiMdby thteand'the next 
fbllowing article, shal! be submitted' to the inspector- general and other 
inspecting oiBeers^m thei# tows of inspectien^ wha •shall «tate in their 
reports the orderriir whidt they are kept. 

145. •••Each officer or otlier agent- of the Ordnance Depar tme n t ^ 
reqnhred by articles 129j 130, 139,' 137, and 14a of these regukrtieiia to 
make the monthly returns, accounts omrent, and abstract#^or reports 
therein refd^rred' to, shidl constantly keep, at hii^ station^ to-be turned 
over to bis successor, the following -books- and files' of- papiers, vis:

146. • • .It shaD be the duty of the chief of the Ordnanoe Department 
to report to the second auditor of the Treasnry, in the month of June 
of each year, all persons who shall haTS failed to transmit reUima 
within the periods prescribed by the 138th and 14(Hh articles of these 
regulations. 

147. • • .Should an officer or ether agent of the Ordnance Department, 
charged with ordnanoe and ordnance stores, fail to render the prescribed 
returns thereof, within a reasonable time aAer the termination of a 
quarter, a settlement shall be made of his accounts at the TVeasury, and 
the money vs/iie of the supplies with which he stands charged shall be 
reported against him for collection. The delinquency will also furnish 
matter of military accusation, at the discretion of the proper anihority. 

148. •••The commanding officer of each armory, arsenal, or ord- 
nance depot, shall transmit to the chief of the Ordnance Department, 
in the month of August of each year, an annual inventory and report 
of operations for the year ending the dOth June, according to form 
No. 31. This inventory will be made in duplicate, one copy to be 
retained at the post. 

149. • . .A general statement in a condensed form will be transmitted, 
with the annual inventory and report, showing the principal operations 
at the post during the year ending June 30th. This statement will 
embrace experiments, (their objects and results ;) the construction of 
baildings, machinery, or other important works ; extensive repairs or 
alterations ; and the general character of the operations at the armories 
and arsenals of construction, and in the foundry and inspection service. 
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Section XIII. TRANSMITTING PAPERS TO THE 

ORDNANCE OFFICE. 

Article 150. .AH papers transmitted to the chief of the Ordnance 
Department (except the annual inventories and the returns of Stores, 
with their vouchers,) shall be folded in such manner that the packet 
shall not exceed three and a half inches in width, and eight and a 
quarter inches in length, and shall be, as near as practicable, of those 
dimensions. They shall be endorsed according to the prescribed 
forms. The duplicate papers designed for the chief of the Ordnance 
Department will have the additional words, ** Ordnance Qffieef" written 
on the back of each. 

151 . . . .AH returns, statements, and other papers, which may be 
transmitted to the chief of the Ordnance Department, shall be accom- 
panied by a letter of advice. 

152. . . .The printed blank forms required by these regulations for 
the service of the Ordnance Department shall, when not otherwise 
directed, be furnished from the Ordnance office to the several posts and 
stations, on requisitions to be made annually, in the month of JMby, by 
the commanders of such posts or stations, showing the number of each 
form required for one year's consumption. 

The printed forms are as follows, viz., Nos. 15, 16, 17, 18, 19, 20, 
26, 27, 28, 30, 31, 33, 37, 38.

EXTRACTS FROM LAWS RELATING TO THE ORD- 
NANCE DEPARTMENT. 

Article 1. .The Ordnance Department shall consist of one colonel, 
one lieutenant-colonel, four maiors, twelve captains, twelve first lieu- 
tenants, and six second lieutenants. 

2. • • .The President of the United States may select from the regi- 
ments of artillery such number of lieutenants as may be necessary for 
the performance of the duties of the Ordnance Department. 

3. • . .The Secretary of War shall be authorized to select from the 
sergeants of the line of the army, who shall have faithfully served 
eight years in the service, four years of which in the grade of non- 
commissioned officer, as many ordnance sergeants as the service may 
require, not to exceed one for each military post ; whose duty it shall 
be to receive and preserve the ordnance, arms, ammunition, and other 
military stores, at the post, under the direction of the commanding 
officer of the same, and under such regulations as shall be prescribed 
by the Secretary of War, and who shall receive for their services five 
dollars per month, in addition to their pay in the line. 

4. ...The colonel or senior officer of the Ordnance Department is 
authorized to enlist, for the service of that Department, as many mas- 
ter armorers, master carriage-makers, master blacksmiths, artificers, 
armorers, carriage-makers, blacksmiths, and laborers, as the public 
service, in his judgment, under the directions of the Secretary for the 
Department of War, may require.

5. • • .The pay of a master-armorer shall be thirty dollars per month, 
and one and a half rations per day ; of a master carriage-maker, 
thirty dollars per month, and one and a half rations per day; of a 
master blacksmith, thirty dollars per month, and one and a half 
rations per day. The pay of armorers, carriage makers, or black-

7. • . .The acts of Congress granting pensions to soldiers disabled by 
wounds or otherwise, while in the line of their duty in public service, 
shall be construed to apply to the enlisted men of the Ordnance De- 
partment who have been or may be disabled, in the same manner as 
to non-commissioned officers, artificers, musicians, and privates of 
other corps of the army, subject to the limitation, that in no such case 
shall the pension exceed the rate of eight dollars per month. 

8. • • .A competent person may be employed by the Ordnance Bu- 
reau, under the direction of the Secretary of War, for such time as 
may be necessary, to superintend the manufacture of iron cannon at 
the several foundries where such cannon may be made under contracts 
with the United States, whose pay and emoluments shall not exceed 
those of a major of ordnance during the time he shall be so employed, 
to be paid out of the appropriations for armament of fortifications.

EXTRACTS PROM LAWS RELATING TO CONTRACTS 

AND DISBURSEMENTS. 

Article 1. .All purchases and contracts for supplies or services for 
the military service of the United States, shall be made by or under 
the direction of the chief officer of the Department of War. 

2. . . .No member of Congress shall, directly or indirectly, himself, 
or by any other person whatsoever in trust for him, or for his use or 
benefit, or on his account, undertake, execute, hold, or enjoy, in the 
whole or in part, any contract or agreement hereafter to be made or 
entered into with any officer of the United States, in their behalf, or 
with any person authorized to make contracts on the part of the United 
States. 

3. . . .Nothing contained in the preceding article shall extend, or be 
construed to extend, to any contract or agreement, made or entered 
into, or accepted, by any incorporated company, where such contract 
or agreement shall be made for the general benefit of such incorpora- 
tion or company ; nor to the purchase or sale of bills of exchange, or 
other property, by any member of Congress, where the same shall be 
ready for delivery, and for which payment shall be made at the time 
of making or entering into the contract or agreement. 

4. . . .Tn every such contract or agreement, to be made, or entered 
into, or accepted, as aforesaid, there shall be inserted an express con- 
dition that no member of Congress shall be admitted to any share or 
part of such contract or agreement, or to any benefit to arise there- 
upon.

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5. • . .All purchases and contracts for supplies or services, which are, 
or may, according to law, be made by, or under the direction of, either 
the Secretary of the Treasury, the Secretary of War, or the Secretary 
of the Navy, shall be made either by open purchase or by previously 
advertising for proposals respecting the same. And an annual state- 
ment of all such contracts and purchases, and also of the expenditure 
of the moneys appropriated for the contingent expenses of the Military 
Establishment, for the contingent expenses of the Navy of the United 
States, and for the discharge of miscellaneous claims, not otherwise 
provided for, and paid at the Treasury, shall be laid before Congress, at 
the beginning of each year, by the Secretary of the proper Department. 

6. . . .No contract shall be made by the Secretary of State, or of the 
Treasury, or of the Department of War, or of the Navy, except under 
a law authorizing the same, or under an appropriation adequate to its 
fulfilment. 

7 . . . .No advance of public money shall be made in any case what- 
ever; but in all cases of contracts for the performance of any service, 
or the delivery of articles of any description, for the use of the United 
States, payment shall not exceed the value of the service rendered or 
of the articles delivered previously to such payment: Provided, That 
it shall be lawful, under the special direction of the President of the 
United States, to make such advances to the disbursing officers of the 
Government as may be necessary to the faithful and prompt discharge 
of their respective duties, and to the fulfilment of the public engage- 
ments. 

8. . . .No officer in any branch of the public service, or any othet 
person whose salary, pay, or emoluments is or are fixed by law or 
regulations, shall receive any additional pay, extra allowance, or com- 
pensation, in any form whatever, for the disbursement of public money, 
or any other service or duty whatsoever, unless the same shall be 
authorized by law, and the appropriation therefor explicitly set forth 
that it is for such additional pay, extra allowance, or compensation. 

9. • . .The moneys which may bo received by the proper officers of 
the army from the sales of subsistence, military stores, and other 
supplies, shall be exempted from the operation of the act of the third

10. . . .All offioem and other peraons, charged by this act, or any 
other act, with the safe-keeping, transfer, and disbursement of the 
public moneys, other than those connected with the Poet Office De- 
partment, are hereby required to keep an accurate entry of each sum 
received, and of each payment or transfer ; and if any one of the 
said officers, or of those connected with the Post Office Department, 
shall convert to his own use, in any way whatever, or shall use, by 
way of investment in any kind of property or merchandise, or shall 
loan, with or without interest, or shall deposit in any bank, or shall 
exchange for other funds, except as allowed by this act, any portion of 
the public moneys intrusted to him for safe-keeping, disbursement, 
transfer, or for any other purpose, every such act shall be deemed and 
adjudged to be an embezzlement of so much of the said moneys as 
ahall be thus taken, converted, invested, used, loaned, deposited, or 
exchanged, which is hereby declared to be a felony ; and any failure 
to pay over or to produce the public moneys intrusted to such person 
shall be held and taken to be fnima facte evidence of such embezzle- 
ment ; and if any officer charged with the disbursements of public 
moneys shall accept or receive, or transmit to the Treasury Department 
to be allowed in his favor, any receipt or voucher from a creditor of 
the United Skates, without having paid to such creditor, in such fiinds 
as the said officer may have received for disbursement, or such other 
funds as he may be authorized by this act to take in exchange, the full 
amount specified in such receipt or voucher, every such act shall be 
deemed to be a conversion by such officer to his own use of the amount 
specified in such receipt or voucher ; and any officer or agent of the 
United States, and all persons advising or participating in such aot, 
being convicted thereof before any court of the United States of com- 
petent jurisdiction, shall be sentenced to imprisonment for a term of 
not less than six months nor more than ten years, and to a fine equal 
to the amount of the money embezzled.

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or when thoM means are furnished to him in drafts, shall cause those 
drafts to be presented at their place of payment, and properly paid ac- 
cording to the law, and shall make his payments in the money so receiv- 
ed for the drafts furnished , unless, in either case, he can exchange the 
means in his hands for gold and siWer at par. And it shall be and is 
hereby made the duty of the head of the proper department immedi- 
ately to suspend from duty any disbursing officer who shall violate 
the provisions of this section, and forthwith to report the name of the 
officer or agent to the President, with the fact of the violation, and all 
the circumstances accompanying the same, and within the knowledge 
of the said Secretary, to the end that such officer or agent may be 
promptly removed from office, or restored to his trust and the per- 
formance of his duties, as to the President may seem just and proper : 
Provided, hotoever, That those disbursing officers having at present 
credits in the banks shall, until the first day of January next, be 
allowed to check on the same, allowing the public creditors to receive 
their pay from the banks either in specie or bank notes.

I. . . .The following Rules and Regulations, relative to the constrao- 
tion of permanent public buildings, have been received from the War 
Department, and are published for the information and government of 
all concerned : 

** War Department, 

J^ovemher 24, 1838. 

*' Rules and Regulations for insuiing uniformity and a due economy 
in the construction of the permanent public buildings hereafter to be 
erected for the use of the Gluartermaster^s, Engineer, Ordnance, and 
all other departments of the army. 

** 1st. Jdaterials. — None but the best of their kind shall enter into 
the construction. 

**2d. IVorkmanship. — Plain, workman-like, and free from all orna- 
ment not necessary to a neat finish. 

'* 3d. Doors and Shutters. — Framed flat pannels, with a bead round 
the rails. 

" For posts, south of the 40th degree of latitude, Venitians may be 
substituted for the shutters to the quarters and barracks. For store 
and other houses, the doors and shutters shall be framed, and the pan- 
nels flush with the rails. 

** 4ih. RoofSf whenever practicable, shall be covered with zinc, tin, 
sheet iron, slate, tile, or other durable and incombustible substances. 

**5th. Piazzas are allowed for places where the circumstances of

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climate and exposure render their addition necessary to health and 
protection against the dementi. 

** 6th. Stairs. — For the exterior they shall consist, if attached to a 
stone or brick building, of stone ; otherwise of wood, substantially 
put together. For the interior, of the best wood, plain, and finished 
in a workman-like manner, balustraiie with plain balusters, and rail 
of mahogany or other hard wood. 

•*7th. Interior work. — ^The size, manner of framing, etc., of the 
wood work, shall be regulated according to the dimensions of the 
building and to the service for which it is designed ; the joists shall, 
however, in every instance, be firmly bridged ; and those for the 
Gluarters filled in between with tan, or some other non-conductor of 
sound. The masonry of the offsets on which they rest, should be car- 
ried up even to their upper surface. The floors tongued and grooved. 
WallSf plastered, and in cases of brick or stone quarters, furred, with 
a hard finish. Door and window casings, and surbase, plain, with a 
moulding at the edge. Mantels, of marble, when they can be obtained 
cheap ; or when this cannot be obtained cheap, of stone or some other 
incombustible material, and to consist of a plain slab, supported by 
corbels, pilasters, and plinth. Hearths, coarse marble, stone, orbrick, 
and the J4im6fl mid backs of the fire-places may be protected by iron 
plates, fire-bricks, or soapstone. Hinges, etc., shall be of iron, but of 
the best quality. The locks yellow mounted. Lights, for officers' 
quarters, 12 X ^^i ^^^ ^^^ barracks and storehouses, 10 X ^^i ^^ 
ton Crown, or of any other, strong and cheap. Pitch of Rooms, above 
the 40th degree of latitude, 12 feet ; below that degree, 14 feet for the- 
sitting, and 12 feet for the bed rooms. The sitting rooms may be 
ornamented by a small cornice. Wood work painted. 

" 8th. tNh building will hereafter be erected or repaired, or additions 
be made, under any of the departments, but in fulfilment of plans and 
estimates previously submitted and approved by the Secretary of War.
